MUNICH, After my arrest 1 was placed in the concentration camp 

at DACHAU. On the 29th of September, 1939, I was sent from DACHAU 
to MAUTHAUSEN where I was interned until the 22nd of June, 1942. 
2. , I cannot remember the exact date, but one day at one o'clock 
in the afternoon in May or June 1942 HIMMLER came with a party of 
thirty to thirty-five high-ranking officers of the SS, the Wehrmacht, 
and the Nazi Party, and with them was also Ernst KALTENBRUNNER. 


3: When they arrived I was working in the "Wiener Graben" quarry 
where the party parked their cars. I immediately recognised * 
KALTENBRUNNER from the photographs of him which I had seen in. the 
newspapers, and KALTENBRUNNER was also recognised at once by many 
other Austrians who were working there in the quarry. 


he I was carrying stones from the quarry into the camp and saw 
the party inspecting everything in the camp under the guidance of 
Commandant ZIERREISS. They began with the hospital, then went to 
the scullery and the prisoners' cook-house and afterwards into the 
cells, in the cellar of which was situated the crematorium, the 
morgue, end the gas chambers connected with the crematorium by a 
special entrance, The party left the camp at about 18,30 hours,
